Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 

the  year  ended  31st  December. 1971 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  for  1971* 

The  report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  is  included. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year  population  was 
16,500,  a decrease  of  1,600  compared  with  1970.  Live  births  numbered  223, 
a decrease  of  16  on  the  previous  year.  Deaths  at  263  gave  an  increase  of 
24  on  the  previous  year.  The  figures  for  births,  deaths  and  population  show 
a trend  to  a movement  of  residential  population  away  from  the  district. 

The  annual  survey  undertaken  in  the  first  week  in  August 
demonstrated  the  rural  district's  continued  popularity  as  a holiday  area. 
2,808  static  holiday  caravans,  101  touring  caravans,  108  residential 
caravans,  134  tents  and  355  holiday  chalets  were  in  use.  An  average  of 
three  persons  per  unit  would  give  a figure  of  more  than  10,000  people  in 
residence. 


The  tipping  of  liquid  industrial  toxic  wastes  on  a privately 
owned  tip  commenced  during  the  year.  Complaints  of  nuisances  and 
possible  dangers  to  health  were  received  and  were  under  consideration  at 
the  end  of  the  year. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  and  the  Staffs  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the 
Local  Health  Office  for  their  continuous  interest,  support  and  help 
throughout  the  year.

Live  Birth  Rate 

The  crude  rate  was  13*5  1,000  population,  compared  with  13.2 

in  1970.  The  corrected  birth  rate  (using  a comparability  factor  of  I.06) 
was  14.3  per  1,000  of  the  population,  compared  with  a rate  of  I6.O  for 
England  and  Wales,  and  I6.6  for  the  Administrative  County  of  Norfolk, 

Illegitimate  Births 

The  number  of  illegitimate  live  births  was  23,  compared  with  20 
in  1970.  The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  to  the  total  live  births 
was  105!^  in  1971.  The  rates  for  previous  years  were,  89^  in  1970:  10^^  in 

1969  and  9*4^  in  I968. 

Stillbirths 

There  was  1 stillbirth  in  1971 » giving  a stillbirth  rate  per 
1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  of  4»  as  in  1970.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  12.  for  1971 > and  for  the  Administrative  County  of  Norfolk 
it  was  12,5.

Neonatal  Mortality  Rate 

Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  is  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks 
of  age  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  1971  was  9»  which  compares 
with  4 in  1970,  15  in  19^9  and  zero  in  I968. 

Early  Neonatal  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  is  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  of  age  per  1,000 
live  births.  The  rate  for  1971  was  9»  compared  with  4 in  1970  and 
10  in  1969. 

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate 

This  rate  is  combined  stillbirths  and  deaths  under  one  week 
of  age  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths.  The  rate  for  1971  was  13. 
compared  with  8.  in  1970  and  25.  in  19^9 •

Ischaemic  heart  disease  accounted  for  JQ  deaths,  and  caused 
29.75^  of  all  deaths,  compared  with  28.5?^  in  1970 > and  in  1969. 

Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system,  with  43  deaths,  gave 
a figure  of  16,4^  of  deaths,  compared  with  10.5?^  in  1970,  and  12,85^  in 

1969. 


If  all  deaths  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  (which  includes  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system)  are  com- 
bined, a figure  of  I42  deaths  is  obtained.  This  is  54^  of  all  deaths, 
compared  with  56*15^  in  1970  and  53.2%  in  19^9. 

Cancer  caused  62  deaths  or  23.6%  of  deaths,  compared  with 
19*7%  in  1970  and  22.1%  in  19^9.  Eleven  were  due  to  cancer  of  the 
lung  and  bronchus,  i.e,  17*7%  of  cancer  deaths  were  caused  by  cancer  of 
the  lung  and  bronchus,  compared  with  21.3%  in  1970  and  19.2%  in  1969 .

Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

Immunisation  against  these  three  diseases  is  offered  by 
the  County  Council  and  is  usually  commenced  in  infancy  when  the  child 
is  about  three  months  old.  It  is  mainly  given  as  ’Triple  Antigen' , 
thus  reducing  the  number  of  injections  a child  needs.  The  antigens 
given,  combined  in  a single  vaccine,  produce  a greater  protection  to 
each  disease  than  they  would  if  given  separately.

These  Regulations  impose  upon  occupiers  of  premises  where  food  is  sold 
or  prepared,  obligations  in  respect  of  the  handling  of  food,  the  cleanliness 
of  equipment  and  premises,  personal  cleanliness,  facilities  for  washing  food 
and  equipment,  and  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  structural  condition  of  the 
premises  themselves,  and  other  matters  connected  with  the  prevention  of 
contamination  of  food. 

Routine  inspections  are  carried  out  for  the  enforcement  of  these 
requirements,  and  151  visits  were  made  during  the  year.  During  the  visits 
some  contraventions  of  the  Regulations  were  found,  and  these  were  dealt  with 
by  taking  informal  action  with  the  persons  concerned,  and  in  no  instance  was  it 
necessary  to  make  any  reports  to  the  Council.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


(a)  Refuse  Collection.  The  weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  private  houses, 
business  premises  and  caravan  sites  was  continued  throughout  the  year,  without 
any  major  interruption  of  the  service. 

During  the  Summer  months  the  additional  work  necessitated  by  the  occupation 
of  caravans,  beach  bungalows  and  chalets,  again  required  the  employment  of  additional 
labour  on  a temporary  basis. 

Disposal  of  refuse  was  by  tipping  at  the  10  refuse  tips  in  the  district. 

An  incentive  bonus  scheme  for  all  manual  workers  was  put  into  operation  in 
the  early  part  of  the  year. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  (Continued) 


(b)  Cesspool  Emptying.  The  service  providing  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools 
at  private  houses,  Council  houses,  business  premises  and  caravan  sites  was  carried 
out  as  usual,  four  free  emptyings  of  cesspools  a year  being  given,  with  a charge 
of  75p  per  load  for  any  additional  emptyings,  addition  the  de-sludging  of 

sewage  plants  serving  Council  housing  estates,  and  the  sevrage  works  at  Heacham 
and  Burnham  Market  was  also  carried  out,  as  was  the  emptying  of  the  cesspools 
of  public  toilets  which  are  not  connected  to  the  public  sewer. 


The  table  below  shows  the  number  of  cesspool  emptyings  given  over  the  past 
six  years,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  there  was  am  increase  of  72  emptyings 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  emptyings  is 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  more  attention  was  necessary  to  some  of  the  Council  ’ 
sewage  works  than  was  required  during  the  previous  year.

(c)  Lavatory  Pail  Emptying  A regular  service  for  the  emptying  of  lavatory 
pails  was  carried  out  in  all  parishes  in  the  district  where  public  sewers  are 
not  provided. 

Pails  are  emptied  during  the  early  hours  of  the  morning,  the  mem  and  vehicles 
afterwards  being  used  for  cesspool  emptying.  Disposal  of  pail  and  cesspool 
contents  is  carried  out  at  the  various  refuse  tips  in  the  district,  there  being 
no  alternative  method  available. 


PUBLIC  TOILETS 


Five  public  toilets  have  been  provided  by  the  Council,  located  at:- 
South  Beach,  Heacham;  Snettisham  Beach;  Heacham  Village;  Holme  Beach, 
and  Brancaster  Beach, 

The  toilets  at  Heacham  North  Beach  are  privately  owned,  but  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  the  owner  for  the  Council  to  control  and  maintain  them. 

The  cleaning  of  the  toilets  was  again  carried  out  by  men  employed  in  the 
Council’s  public  cleansing  service,  and  a reasonable  standard  of  cleanliness 
was  maintained  generally.

The  inspection  and  licensing  of  sites  used  for  caravans  and  tents 
was  continued,  and  the  survey  of  caravans  and  tents  carried  out,  during 
the  first  week  of  August,  there  were  in  the  district

WATER  SUPPLIES 


From  private  wells,  4 samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  , 
Two  samples  from  the  same  source  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  This  led  to 
the  property  being  connected  to  the  mains  supply. 


SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE 

Normal  work  of  maintenance  of  surface  water  drains  at  Snettisham, 
Ingoldisthorpe,  Dersingham  and  Rudham,  was  carried  out,  where  possible 
by  men  employed  on  public  cleansing. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  control  of  rats  and  mice  is  dealt  with  for  the  Council  by  Rentokil 
Ltd.,  on  a contract  basis. 

During  the  year,  399  notifications  were  received  of  premises  requiring 
treatment. 

The  service  includes  free  treatment  of  private  houses  and  business 
premises.  Agricultural  land  Is  not  included  as  part  of  the  free  service. 

The  Council's  refuse  tips  and  sewage  works  are  also  included  in  the  contract. 
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PLEASURE  BOAT  LICENSING 


In  1968,  the  Council  made  an  Order,  under  Section  94  of  the 
Public  Health  (Amendment)  Act,  1907,  requiring  the  licensing  of  pleasure 
boats,  and  of  boatmen,  operating  from  Burnham  Overy  Staithe  and  Brancaster 
Staithe, 

During  the  year,  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  5 pleasure  boats, 
and  6 boatmen's  licences  were  issued. 


CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT.  1967 

One  of  the  responsibilities  placed  upon  Local  Authorities  under  this 
Act,  is  the  removal  of  abandoned  motor  vehicles. 

During  the  year,  one  abandoned  car  had  to  be  dealt  with,  and  after 
correspondence  with  the  owners,  the  vehicle  was  removed  by  them,  at  their 
own  expense. 


OFFICES.  SHOPS  & RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT.  1963 

The  powers  and  duties  given  to  Local  Authorities  under  this  Act  are 
for  securing  the  promotion  of  the  health,  welfare  and  safety  of  persons 
employed  in  offices  and  shops. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  relate  to  cleanliness,  washing  facilities, 
sanitary  accommodation,  overcrowding,  temperatures  and  ventilation,  etc. 

During  the  year,  inspections  were  made  of  offices  and  shops.  The 
necessary  action  was  taken  when  any  contravention  of  the  Act  was  found.
